After  seventy  years  East  Hall  still  stands, 
though  in  a  dilapidated  conditiin,  as  the  only 
original  building  on  the  Oakwood  College 
campus.

DR.  FRANK  W.  HALE,  JR.,  Ph.D,  D.  Hum. 


Dr.  Frank  W.  Hale,  Jr.,  the  son  of  Frank  and  Novella  (Banks)  Hale  is  a 
native  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri.  He  attended  Oakwood  College,  Union  College, 
and  the  University  of  Nebraska  from  which  he  obtained  the  B.A.  and  M.A. 
degrees.  He  earned  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  at  The  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, and  the  Certificate  in  English  Literature  from  the  University  of  London 
in  1960. 

Currently  Dr.  Hale  is  Vice  Provost  for  Minority  Affairs  and  Professor  of 
Communications  at  The  Ohio  State  University.  Prior  to  his  appointment  as 
Associate  Dean  at  the  Graduate  School  at  Ohio  State  in  1971,  Dr.  Hale  was 
President  of  Oakwood  College— 1966  to  1971.  He  has  served  on  21  civic,  educa- 
tional, and  corporate  boards  involving  Operation  PUSH,  PUSH/EXCEL,  The 
United  Negro  College  Fund,  Oakwood  College,  Loma  Linda  University,  and 
Harding  Hospital. 

Dr.  Hale  inaugurated  the  Annual  Graduate  School  Visitation  Days 
Program  at  Ohio  State  University  in  1971  which  has  been  responsible  for  pro- 
viding over  $4  million  in  fellowships  to  500  minority  students.  More  than  50  of 
these  recipients  have  been  graduates  of  Oakwood  College. 

Our  Co-Alumnus  of  the  year  is  listed  in  "Who's  Who  in  America"  "Who's 
Who  in  American  Education"  Who's  Who  in  American  College  and  University 
Administrators,"  "Who's  Who  among  Black  Americans,"  Library  of  Interna- 
tional Biographies,"  and  "The  Ebony  Success  Library." 

Dr.  Hale  has  written  4  books:  A  Manual  of  Public  Speaking,  Sunlight  and 
Shadows,  The  Cry  for  Freedom,  and  They  Came  and  They  Conquered. 

Dr.  Hale  and  his  wife,  Ruth  Sadler  Hale  are  the  parents  of  Ruth  Carey, 
Frank  IIII,  and  Sherilyn. 

It  was  during  his  presidency  at  Oakwood  College,  that  Dr.  Hale  establish- 
ed the  first  Alumni  Week-end. 


CO- ALUMNUS  OF  THE  YEAR.  1980 

ELDER  STENNETT  BROOKS 

Elder  Stennett  Brooks  was  born  in  Puerto 
Cabeza  Nicaragua,  Central  America.  His 
father  was  a  minister  among  the  Misquito 
Indians  from  whom  he  chose  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Jelina  Elain  Brooks.  Young  Stennett  began  to 
show  his  aptitude  for  business  early  and  at 
9  years  old  operated  his  own  business  of 
buying  and  selling.  His  knowledge  of  lan- 
guages, the  Misquito  dialect,  English,  and 
Spanish  served  him  well  as  he  and  his  oxen 
transported  farm  products  to  the  waterfront 
for  the  Indians. 

Stennett's  elementary  school  days  were 
spent  in  church  school  in  Colon  and  Panama. 
He  went  on  to  West  Indies  College  in  Man- 
deville,  Jamaica  for  high  school  and  college. 
He  continued  his  education  here  in  New  York 
City  and  then  enrolled  at  Oakwood  College 
where  he  graduated  with  a  degree  in  Bus- 
iness Administration. 

Love  of  music  was  expressed  by  Stennett's  membership  in  the  college 
quartet  at  Mandeville  and  in  his  able  direction  of  the  college  choir.  He  taught 
music  at  Northeastern  Academy  and  still  enjoys  listening  to  music  and  tickling 
the   piano    keys    at    home. 

He  labored  as  a  Bible  Instructor,  Book  and  Bible  House  Accountant,  and 
assisted  in  the  Treasury  Department  in  the  West  Indies  Conference.  Since 
coming  to  New  York  and  laboring  for  Northeastern  Conference  he  has  served 
in    the   following    capacities:
